THE CHURCH LITIGATION, WHY AND WHO? 





Is the Church ONE or MANY?

Much has been said and writ- 
ten from time to time with refer- 
ence to the written constitution 
that was unanimously adopted 
by the General Assembly of the 
annual 
session of 1921. Many false im- 
pressions and statements have 
been going the rounds as to why 
it was written and introduced 


to the Assembly and who is’ 


responsible for the action, also 
as to its intents and purposes. I 


feel it my duty to make the fol-! 


lowing statement and explana- 
tion as to the whys and where- 
fores and do so without fear of 
successful contradiction. 

The pugjty of motif has been 
brought in question with refer- 
ence to this matter. This and 
many other false rumors no 
doubt have been done for spe- 
cial advantage and doubtless to 
remove the cloud of responsibil- 
ity from where it justly belongs 
and place it where it does not 
belong. We are of the honest 
opinion that each individual in 
the light of the coming

ment should make themselves | 


willing to carry the responsibil- 
ity that they are justly entitled, 
as the day is not in the far dis- 
tance when every secret and 


seer said that we needed a writ- ! 
ten constitution for the Church ' 
as our accepted rules and regu- | 
lations were in such scattered 
form that it would be well to 
bring them together and would 
be so much easier to understand 
by those who for any reason 
should desire to look into the 
government of the Church, and 
during those days it was very 
easy for the Overseer and I to 
agree, so it is true that I did a-

Its Origin 

Now, the facts are as to the 
origin of the written constitu- 
tion: 

The writer was in Chattanoo- 
ga, Tenn., at the request and 
approval of the former General 


Overseer to look after the inter-: 


est of the Church in a certain 
litigation in the Charitery Court 
of Hamilton County, Tennessee 
and styled A. J. Tomlinson vs J. 
L. Scott. During the argument 
by attorneys the Chancellor 


‘made a, statement in substance 


as follows: “Customs and prac- 
tices establish constitutions and 
laws.” And on my return to 
Cleveland I gave the Overseer 
the detailed statement of what 
had been said and done as near 
as I could, which was always 
my custom to do, and rehears- 
ing the above remark the Over- 


take occasion to present the 
various items to the Overseer 
for his best thought and approv- 


/al and his advice was very fa- 


vorably considered and 
the constitution than any mem- 
ber of the committee. 

The committee finally com- 
pleted their work and during the 
session of the Assembly of 1921 


the Overseer called a meeting: 
of the elders in the south com- ° 


mittee room of the Auditorium 


and went over the constitution | 


article by article and section by 
section. The Overseer and Fld- 
ers Council at that time gave it 
their unanimous approval! after 
which the former Overseer pres- 
ented it to the Assembly refer- 
red to for its approval and adop- 
tion, which was done unani- 
mously amid shouts of approval, 
dancing and talking in tongues. 
Then it.was that the General 
Overseer exclaimed, “Behold 
What God Hath Wrought.”

Remember now while you are 
. yet young. Our greatest statis- 
‘ticians have gathered facts that 
: bear out the statement that five 

out of every six conversions

twenty. It is so with myself, as 
‘well as a brother and my only 
sister. This fact has a meaning 
| that should engage our deepest 
thought, and carries with it a 
significance. Two factors asso- 
ciate themselves with this -pro- 
,blem which contribute the bulk 
of its vast importance. These 
we shall dwell upon with special 
reference to their seperate val- 
ues or qualities. 

Life is a mysterious, undefin- 
able force which is embodied in 
human flesh, and is dual in its 
nature; that is it is composed of 
two separate and distinct char- 
‘acteristics each one having its 
own functions to _ perform 
which are separate and distinct, 
yet they are correlated and so 
strangely sympathetic that one 
cannot function perfectly with- 
out the other. 

The first of these we shall call 
the physical, which we shall 
speak of as the human dynamo. 
This dynamo generates energy,
